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INTRODUCTION 



This Directory contains the names and addresses of the members of 
the Washington Academy of Sciences and of its eleven affiliated socie- 
ties. With few exceptions, it shows for each member (a) the customary 
form of address, (b) full name, (c) place of business, (d) residence, and 
(e) society membership. As it was deemed necessary to restrict eltch 
<jntry to a single line, this plan could not be fully carried out in every 
instance, but it was adhered to as far as practicable. It also contains a 
concise statement as to each society, showing its age, organization, 
object, and present officers. 

This Directory, like that for 1899, 1900, and 1901 (none was published 
in 1902), has been prepared and published under the direction and at 
the cost of the Washington Academy of Sciences. It may be regarded 
as the successor to the Joint Directory of the Scientific Societies of 
Washington, which first appeared in 1889, and annually thereafter till 
1898. As a basis for its compilation, circulars asking for data were 
mailed to the members, accompanied by cards for returns. It has been 
compiled from these returns, so far as they were received in time for 
use. 

It is corrected to about January 15, 1903. A few changes of later date 
were incorporated while the work was going through the press. It was 
compiled and put through the press by Marcus Baker. His illness has 
delayed its publication. 
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ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 



" The Washington Academy of Sciences " was organized early in 1898 
through the joint action of the Joint Commission and the component 
societies. It was incorporated February 18, 1898. Its objects are to 
(a) acquire, hold, and convey real estate; (ft) hold meetings; (c) publish 
and distribute documents ; (d) conduct lectures; (e) conduct, endow, or 
assist research ; (/) acquire and maintain a library ; and (g) transact 
any business pertinent to an academy of sciences. 

It acts as the federal head of the affiliated societies. There is a Vice 
President from each affiliated society, nominated by the society and 
elected by the Academy. 

Only members of the affiliated societies are eligible to resident mem- 
bership in the Academy. The present membership is 326, classed as 8 
patrons, 162 resident members, and 166 non-resident members. The 
names of all are included in this Directory. 

It has published four volumes, entitled Proceedings of the Wa8hingtoi% 
Academy of Sciences^ and begun the publication of volume V. 

Meetings are held as determined by the Board of Managers. The 
annual dues are five dollars. There is no entrance fee. Elections are 
annual, and are held on the third Thursday in January.

February 17, 1879, " to encourage the study of the natural history of 
man, especially with reference to America." There were 17 original 
members. The present membership is 180, classed as 10 life, 115 active, 
32 corresponding, and 23 honorary members. This Directory contains 
the names of active and life members only. 

The Society was incorporated December 13, 1887. It has published 
three volumes of Transactions, one volume of Abstract of Transactions, 
eight volumes of a quarterly journal entitled The American Anthropologist, 
three volumes of the same journal in monthly numbers, and two Special 
Papers. The Ameiican Anthropologist was merged with the American 
Anthropologist, New Seines, in January, 1899. The latter journal is dis- 
tributed gratuitously to members of the Society.

" The Botanical Society of Washington " was organized November 
28, 1901, through the consolidation of the Botanical Seminar and the 
Washington Botanical Club, founded in 1893 and 1898 respectively. The 
object of the Society is " the exposition and discussion of the results of 
botanical investigations, and the promotion of social intercourse among 
the members." There were 29 original members. The present mem- 
bership is 60. There is but one class of members, who are " residents 
of Washington or vicinity having a professional interest in botanical 
science." The names of all appear in this Directory. 

The annual dues are fifty cents, and there is no entrance fee. 

The society is not incorporated and issues no publications. 

Regular meetings, preceded by a dinner, are held every fourth Satur- 
day from October to May. Business sessions are presided over by the 
president ; scientific sessions are presided over by a chairman of program 
selected by lot for each meeting.

" The Chemical Society of Washington " was organized January 31, 
1884, for the " cultivation of Chemical Science, pure and applied." On 
December 14, 1893, it adopted a revised constitution whereby it became 
a section of the American Chemical Society. A second revision of the 
constitution was adopted December 8, 1898. The territory of the Society 
embraces the District of Columbia and all of the states of Maryland and 
Virginia east of the 79th meridian. There were 31 original members. 
The present membership is 136, classed as members, associate members, 
and local associates. This Directory includes the entire membership. 

It has published nine Bulletins; none recently. Present publication 
of work done by the Society is effected through the monthly Journal of 
the American Chemical Society,

** The Entomological Society of Washington " was organized Feb- 
ruary 29, 1884, " to promote the study of Entomology in all possible 
bearings." There were 26 original members. The present membership 
is 160, classed as 46 active (resident) and 104 corresponding.

'* The National Geographic Society" was organized and incorporated 
January 27, 1888, for " the increase and diffusion of geographic knowl- 
edge." There were 166 original members. The present membership is 
2,600. Of this number 10 are honorary and 33 life members. This 
Directory includes the names of honorary members and members resi- 
dent in the District of Columbia, aggregating 888. 

The Society holds two regular courses of lectures and a series of scien- 
tific meetings, as follows : 

First A course of popular evening lectures in the National Rifles' 
Armory, 920 G street, on alternate Friday evenings. 

Second. A course of lectures at Columbia Theater on Tuesday after- 
noons during Lent.

February 16, 1819. On July 7, 1838, President Van Buren approved 
an act " to revive with amendments an act to incorporate the Medical 
Society of the District of Columbia." The objects of the Society are " the 
consideration and promotion of all subjects connected with medicine 
and the collateral branches of the science." 

There were 21 original members in 1819 and 22 at the date of the 
reorganization in 1838. The present membership is 352, classed as hon- 
orary, active, and members by invitation. Active members consist of 
medical practitioners residing in the District of Columbia. This Direc- 
tory contains the names of active members only. 

There are no regular dues, but expenses are met by annual and special 
assessments upon the active members.
